Study Fish Life 
In State Waters 


Research work relative to the fish 
life of Pennsylvania is being con­ 
ducted at the fish commission’s Erie 
hatchery by the University of P itts­ 
burgh. 
A biology class, conducted 
during the year, is attended by stu ­ 
dents from m any sections in the 
western part of the state. 
Plankton, a vital source of food 
for baby fish, and aquatic plant life 
have been carefully 
studied. 
An 
intensive study of planktonic or­ 
ganisms common to Lake Erie, re ­ 
quiring two years, was made by Prof. 
Russell 
G ottshall, 
of 
Pittsburgh 
university, while Dr. O. E. Jennings, 
head of the university’s botany de­ 
partm ent conducted a com prehen­

ganizations, if parents are unable to 
pay. 
It has been the departm ent’s 
experience th a t additional pressure 
is sometimes required to impress 
upon parents, quite able to pay for 
this work, th e necessity of having 
it done.
